Frankincense and myrrh are 
resins taken from trees and 
shrubs found on the dry rock. 
strewn hills of Somaliland and 


gouthwestern Arabia Peoples of 


antiquity used the two substances 
for a variety of purposes—for em. 
balming and in cosmetics, per- 
fumes, medicines, and incense 
Frankincense 

Somalſland is chief producer 
of frankincense, although some 
comes from Arabia Most frank. 
Incense comes from a smal 
shrub-like tree with a stout trunk 
and pale brown and yellow bark. 
Its flowers are grouped in slender 
clusters and the fragrance of the 
blossoms is discernable for a 
considerable distance 

The resin flows from natural 
fissures in the bark of the tree, or 
from man-made incisions It 
emerges as a whitish, viscous 
liquid that turns yellow and clings 
to the wound in the tree líke 
tears. Every few days the resin 
is collected and the wound in the 
tree is freshened 

Ancient Arab traders introduced 
frankincense to many peoples 
Today, the yellow tears and brown 
lumps of resin are sent to the 
seaport of Aden to be shipped 
to Europe, America. or Bombay. 

Myrrh From Somaliland 

Myrrh is obtained from trees 
of several species and most of it 
comes from Somaliland. Some of 
the trees are from ten to thirty 
feet tall, other myrrh-producing 
plants are mere bushes. 

Myrrh flows freely from a break 
in the bark of the tree or plant 
and is collected in brownish-yel- 
low or red brown masses that 
may be as large as a hen's egg. 

The ancients used myrrh in em- 
balming; the Egyptians used it 
in the mummification process and 
Roman physicians prescribed 
myrrh ín treatment of dropsy, 
earache, eye diseases, bladder 
stones, abscesses and broken 
heads. 

Frankincense was chiefly used 
for incense, yet was an early in- 
gredient in prescriptions for chest 
pain, hemorrhoids, hemorrhages

bruises and ulcers

A year-end upsurge in traffic 
fatalities has given support to 
the Mississippi Safety Council's. 
position that motor vehicles 
should be inspected twice annual- 
ly—instead of once-a-year as now 
provided. 

And the fact that 60 per cent 


lof the fatalities resulted from 


one-car accidents is another indi- 
cation that motor vehicles should 
be checked more than just once 
a year. 

Council President Otho Smith 
of Meridian, said both are factors 
which should be considered by 


{the legislature when it meets in 
January, 


“The death rate dropped im- 


| mediately after inspections were 


made earlier this year and re- 


{mained that way until around 


October,” President Smith said. 
“Since then, there has been an 
alarming increase.” 

Earlier this year, Mississippi 
was registering a drop of more 
than 110 traffic deaths, which has 
since been to about 90. 

“A lot of the cats inspected 
when the law went in effect were 
‘marginal’ vehicles and barely 
passed the approving station,” Mr. 
Smith said. “They are now show- 
ing up sub marginal, yet there is 
no way to check them until the 
one yéar period is up.” 

Indicative of the sub marginal 
condition of many cars, a safety 
council official noted 78 with 
only one headlight on a recent 
trip from Jackson to Hattiesburg 
—about 80 miles. 

As of December 6, Mississippi 
had recorded 491 traffic deaths 
since the first of the year. That 
compared with 581 for the same 
months of 1960.

Total traffic fatalities last year

RETAIL MERCHANTS 
WITH SIMPLE CARE 
CAN CUT HAZARDS 


Retail merchants can keep their 
stores firesafe and avoid the pos- 
sibility of costly damage to their 
stocks and buildings by following 
a few simple safety tips this hol- 
iday season. 

The National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters points out that the fire 
potential of a store may be sharp- 
ly reduced by disposing of ship- 
ping cartons as soon as goods are 
unpacked. 

To minimize fire hazards, back 
rooms and cellars should be clear- 
ed of such materials daily. 

Here are a few other import- 
ant rules: 

1, Smoking should be permitted 
only in specially designated areas 
(this applies both to the public 
and employees). 

2. To permit rapid evcauation if 

fire strikes, aisles and exits should 
be kept clear. 
. 3. A plan should be drawn on 
what to do if fire strikes.

DON'T BLOCK EXITS 


Trees, in addition, should not 
be set up close to stairways be- 
cause in case of fire the stairway 
as an exit from upper floors 
would be blocked. 

. With regard to the care of 
Christmas trees in the home, the 
National Board has these follow- 
ing suggestions: i 

(1) When you choose your 
Christmas tree this year, select 
one which appears freshly cut. 
Feel the needles to make sure 
they are firmly attached. 

(2) Keep the tree*out of doors 
until just before Christmas. And 
keep it standing in a pail of water 
so that it will remain fresh. 

(3) When you put the tree up, 
place it in the coolest part of the 
room. It should be as far as possi- 
ble from radiators, heaters and as 
far away as possible from the 
fireplace. This will reduce the 
chances of fire, and keep the tree 
from drying. 

(4) Use a tree stand which has 
a water container in which the: 
trunk can rest. Most trees “drink” 
water fairly fast, so fill the water 
container daily. 

(5) Christmas tree decorations 
should be flameproof. Use only 
decorations made of glass, metal 
or fires-resistant material. 

(6) Electric trains should be set 
up away from tke tree. A spark 
from the train could ignite dry 
pine needles. 

(7) Use only electric lights to 
decorate the tree—never candles. 
Be sure to check lighting sets be- 
fore placing them on the tree. Those 
with fraved wires should be dis- 
carded. When you buy a new set 
look for the UL tag or label of 
Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc. 

(8) When you open presents on 
Christmas morning, put away. gift 
wrapping you intend to keep. 
Gather up other wrappings and 
throw them away immediately af- 
ter presents are opened. 

The lights on Christmas trees 
should be turned off when ev- 
eryone is away from home. 

(10) Check the tree for dryness 
from time to time. If needles near 
lights have started to turn brown,
